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LAST-DITCH EFFORT 
Wallace Makes Bid To Halt March 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) 
— Attorneys for Gov. George C. 
Wallace indicated they would 
go to the U.S. Supreme Court 
today in a last-ditch effort to 
stop a Selma to Montgomery 
civil rights march Sunday. 


The attorneys lost two ap­ 
peals Friday in a federal dis­ 
trict court here and in the U.S. 
5th Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans. 


Wallace had telegraphed the 
President 
Friday 
night 
the 
state could not afford the cost 
of 
calling 
out 
the 
National 
Guard, and he asked the fed­ 
eral government to bear the 
expense of such police duty. 


Wallace’s attorneys lost two 
appeals Friday from a federal 
court order that the march be 
allowed and protected, and in­ 
dications were that a last-ditch 
appeal would be made to the 
Supreme Court today. 


Federal District Judge Frank 
M. Johnson, who ordered Wal­ 
lace Wednesday to allow and 
protect the 50-mile march, re ­ 
fused a plea to reconsider his 
ruling and a three-judge circuit 
court upheld him Friday night. 


Await Next Move 


Charles 
Crook, an 
attorney 
representing Wallace, said his 
next move would have to await 
a conference with the governor, 
but indications were an imme­ 
diate appeal would be made to 
the nation’s highest tribunal. 


Wallace telegraphed President 
Johnson Friday that the state 
could not afford the cost of call­ 
ing out the Alabama National 
Guard to protect the demon­ 
strators during their five-day 
march. The President had said 
Thursday night he would feder­ 
alize the guard if Wallace were 
“ unable or unwilling” to press 
the civilian soldiers into serv­ 
ice.

Richard Rubenstein, who ac­ 
companied a group of Pitts­ 
burgh college students to civil 
rights demonstrations in Mont­ 
gomery, Ala., earlier this week, 
charged Friday that the group

them 
wanted 
“ dead bodies, our bodies.” 


Rabbi 
Rubenstein, 
chaplain 
at the University of Pittsburgh, 
charged James Foreman, exec­ 
utive director of the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Com­ 
mittee (SNCC), lied to the stu­ 
dents. 


“They wanted dead bodies, 
our bodies,” Rabbi Rubenstein 
said at rally at the Pitt Stu­ 
dent Union. “James Foreman 
lied to the Pittsburgh students 
and tried to use them.” 


He accused the SNCC lead­ 
ers of being “activists and rev­ 
olutionaries” who were more 
interested in stirring up trouble 
than in futhering civil rights. 


“ We were assured by SNCC 
in Montgomery that police per­ 
mission had been granted for 
the demonstrations there. That 
was a lie. As we moved down 
the streets in the demonstra­ 
tions, SNCC leaders went into a 
high school and asked young 
children to leave their classes 
and join 
the demonstrations. 
That was both immoral and il­ 
legal,” he said. 


SNCC leaders broke from po­ 
lice lines against orders, he 
charged, and in one case told a

student 
that 
police .lad 
given permission to cross the 
line. 


Rabbi Rubenstein s a i d he 
heard Foreman tell Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., “ lf I can’t sit 
with the white man at the table 
of American democracy, 
then 
I’ll knock the legs off.” 


He praised the 130 Pittsburgh 
students woo made 
the trip 
saying they “ showed courage 
and responsibility.”

As the flakes began falling 
here around 8 a m., many shiv­ 
ering residents looked back on 
March 20, 1958, when spring 
made its debut then beneath a 
record 17.8 - inch snowfall — 
referred to as “ the worst snow­ 
storm of the century.” 


Spring’s debut today was at 
3 05 p.m. 


Bucks County was slated to 
get more snow today than w e ’ ve 


had in February and March.

Federalized

JOHNSON CITY. Tex. (UPI) 
—President Johnson today or­ 
dered federalization of the Ala­ 
bama National Guard and use 
of any 
other 
federal 
troops 
needed to protect participants 
in a voting rights march from 
Selma to Montgomery. 


The Texas White House an­ 
nounced Johnson’s action about 
4 a m. CST—seven hours be­ 
fore 
the 
th ief 
Executive 
planned to go before a live 
nationwide television-radio audi­ 
ence in a news conference at 
his ranch to explain his delu­ 
sion. 


Johnson acted a half-day af­ 
ter Alabama’s Gov. George C. 
Wallace, armed with a resolu­ 
tion from his state legislature, 
notified Johnson that the feder­ 
al government would have to 
pay expenses if the guard were 
used to safeguard persons tak­ 
ing part in the five-day 50-mile 
march starting Sunday. 


Sought Federal Pay 


Wallace declared his desire 
to maintain law and order but 
said the state could not afford 
to finance the guard’s partici­ 
pation. He asked for federal 
payment of the costs, since tho 
march was given a go-ahead 
by a federal court order. 


Johnson went to bed shortly 
after 9 p.m. CST while Atty. 
Gen. Nicholas Deb. Katzenbach, 
Deputy Defense Secretary Cy­ 
rus R. Vane® and other key o f ­ 
ficials were conferring on the 
Alabama situation in Washing­ 
ton. 


Press Secretary George E. 
Reedy said Johnson was awak­ 
ened 
“ sometime 
after 
mid­ 
night” to receive the Katzen- 
bach-Vancc recommendations. 


At LIO a m. CST the requi­ 
site 
legal 
documents* 
were 
placed before Johnson. 


At 1:27 a m. CST. Johnson 
signed a proclamation .stating 
that Wallace had advised him 
“ that the state is unable and 
refuses to provide for the safe­ 
ty and welfare” of the march­ 
ers. 


The proclamation said that 
“as a consequence of such in­ 
ability and refusal of the state 
of Alabama, and by reason of 
recent events in and about Sel­ 
ma 
and 
Montgomery, 
Ala., 
there is a substantial liklihood 
that domestic violence may oc­ 
cur

connection with such 
a march.” 
Johnson said this likely vio­ 
lence would have "the conse­ 
quence of obstructing the exe­ 
cution and enforcement of the 
laws of the United States” in­ 
cluding the district court order 
authorizing the procession.
